that it took away my force, when

crying out, no, Fradouia, I'll &en 


Ainiſh a Life I ſhall not be permit- 


ted to paſs with you ; I heard a 


Voice, which anſwering ſaid, no, 
Baritia, you muſt not die if your 
Fradonia can preſerve your Lite. 
TI only waiced for the fall of the 
Water, which I knew would be 


about this time, to convey you 
out ſafe, and was reſolved, if you 
had gone to leap, I would have 


ſtay'd you, that being the moſt 


hazardous thing can be done upon 


this occaſion, ſince the Ship cannot 


ſtir from this Place, nor can 
entirely be broken till it ſhall be 


left by the Sea. As ſoon as Fra: 
donia began to ſpeak, I looking

vived out of my Fright, I with 
great content fat me down by

But I muſt confeſs, I believe I had 
not perceiv'd ſo many Beauties in 
that place, had it not been that I 
there poſſeſs'd the night of my 
Fradonia, tho* we ſuffer'd much, 
we bore it cheerfully, and being 
forc'd to lodge in the Rocks, co- 
vering our ſelves with what we

Brother thinking more of him- 
ſelf than me at that time, which 
I thought the happieſt I had ever 
poſſeſs'd; when one Day as we 
walk'd together amongſt the 
Rocks, I * a Place the moſt 
pleaſing I had found out yet, be- 
ing a little Cave adorn'd with 
Millions of Chryſtal Gems, which 
with a little open at the top, let 
in Sun enough to make them ſhine 
like ſo many Diamonds; at the end 
of which, Nature had plac'd a 
great fall of Water; it was ſha- 
ded over and partly hid by two 
or three large Trees; delighted 
with the odneſs of its Beauties, 
Fradonia, ſaid I, let us repoſe our 
ſelves in this Place, and let me 
entreat you to inform me of the

vers, finiſh'd her Life with great! 
ſigns of Joy, bidding me to re- 
member | had a Father whoſe: 
Example ought to be my Rule, 
and that I ſhould always remem- 
ber her Affection to me had en- 
joy n'd me to follow it. When ha- 
ving bid me not to neglect my 
Fortune when the time ſhould 
permit, and embracing, gave me 
her Bleſſing: I with exceſs of 
Grief beheld that Breath her laſt. 
After I had with all reſpect ſeen- 
the laſt Rites perform'd to the 
beſt of Parents, 1 began to think, 
that having no further tie, it was

War, and in order to return to it, 
I took care to turn all which my 
Mother left me into Money, 
which having quilted in all parts

Garriſon of Briſantum, where I 
was inform'd the King had been 
Murder'd, and that the Uſurper 
yet Reign'd, having forc'd the 
young King Demetris to fly into 
Fantania, whoſe King eſpous'd 
his Quarrel ; but that the Duke 
Monuta was then at that Place, 
which was the only one which con-

arriv'd at Fantania, where bein 
allowed the title of a Voluntier, f 
ſerv'd two or three Campaigns, 
having ſome Diſputes with the 
Enemies of our Country, in which 
I had the good fortune to ſigna- 
E 4 lize 
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lize my ſelf, till the Duke finding 
an opportunity, preſented me to 
the King by a better Character 
than I merited, who gave me a 


very conſiderable Command, in 


which I had the good fortune to 
have ſucceſs; our Enemies being 
diſunited by the death of the Ty- 
rant they had ſet up, began to 
quarrel at home, and the Party 
which ſecretly remain'd firm to 
the young King, uſing their 
endeavour to get together, which 
the King being inform'd of, ſent

Soon aſter, being 
inform'd that a Garriſon which 
was of great concern to the Trade 
of the Nation, was in danger to 
be overpower'd by its barbarous 
Neighbours, the King thought fit 
to ſend a ſufficient Force to main- 
tain it; in which Expedition he 
did me the Honour to pick me 
out with three or four more, to 
carry under our Conduct that ſmall 
Army, for ſo I may call it; which 
when we had imbark'd, we Land- 
ed in four or five Weeks at the 
Towa whichis call'd Torgin, where 
we found the inhabitans. very 
glad of our arrival, having been 
reduc'd to the laſt extremity; We 
had ſeveral Battels with the Moors 
who. we kept from aſſaulting our 
Walls as they had done formerly, 
in which we generally gain'd . 
ground; {till building little Forti- 
tications in which we Lodg?d Men, 
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tho* with great hazard and fre- 
uent loſſes, they being at laſt re- 
olv'd to try the fortune of War to 
the utmoſt. One Night, which 
they choſe a very dark one, ha- 
ving march d with all the ſecrecy 
imaginable, they were got with

when I perceived my ſelf farther 
from my Friends than to receive 
any aſſiſtance from them, being 
ſurrounded by Hundreds of Moors, 
who having before killed all the 
Men which were with me, over- 
powering me, cry*d out, Take him 
alive. Which I endeavouring to 
prevent, was not able; they being 


deſirous to gain more by my Ran- 


ſom than they gueſs'd they ſhould 
by my Death, who carrying me 
to there chief City, preſented me 
to the Queen who was Mother to 
the deceaſed King, deliring I 
might be ſafely kept, believing 
me to be of Conlideration to their 
Affairs, 
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Affairs; who beholding me with 


Rage, She being capable enough 
of it, having nothing but Fury 
and Malice left, by which one 
might conclude ſhe had been a 
Woman, (of which number I 
don't count my Baritia ) cry'd 


out with a ſhrill and fierce Voice, 


Let him be Sacrificd. She, after 
having allay'd her Tempeſt with 


ſome Tears which ran down the 


furrows of her Cheeks, behold- 
ing me more calmly, I perceiv'd 
a Redneſs glow through all her 
Skin, I can't call it a Bluſh, 
when after having looked in my 
Face half a quarter of an Hour, 
ſhe beckoning to a Man which 


ſtood near me, whiſper'd him in 


the Ear, who carried me immedi- 
ately from that Place into a Houſe 
made ſtrong, with Iron Bars to all 
the Windows, and Guarded by a 
great many Soldiers, which was 
'the Place. in which they always 
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confin'd their Priſoners of Note; 
where I was ſerv'd with much re. 
ſpect, at which I:wondred, know- 


the temper of thoſe People does not 


eaſily inſpire much civility. Be- 


ing Lodged in a Chamber which: 


look'd into a Garden of the Palace, 
L heard one Night ſome Noiſe at 


the Window, at which, riſing I 
went to it, where, by the help of 


the Moon which ſhone very 
bright, I perceiv'd a Woman, 
who, putting out her Hand, pre- 


ſented me a Letter directed thus,

Command; She deſires in return 
only your Efteem, which ſhe en- 
deavours to purchaſe at the ha-

the Death of her Son which you 
bereav'd her of; but ſhall be no 
longer remembred by her, if you'll 
conſent to live in Moritania with» 
out Fetters, which ſhall. be im- 
mediately broken, when you ſhall 
have given her aſſurance of your 
Gratitude and Fidelity to a Love 
ſo paſſionate as hers. Being pro- 
vok'd' by her nauſious Addreſſes 
to no Paſſion but Rage, not know- 
ing how to ſatisfy her without 
diſſatisfy ing my ſelf, and fearing 
to be kept in perpetual flavery by 
her imperious Paſſion, I hardly 
knew what Anſwer to make to 
ſo diſagreeable a Propoſition; but 
rather chuſing to difſemble than 
be eternally tormented by ſuch 
Sollicitations, I replied, with all 
the ſigns of Reſpect I was able 
to counterfeit, You may aſſure 

our Queen, ſaid l, 1 am fo ſenſi-

nuch I was ſo ſeiz'd with Sickneſs

Apartment would contribute => 
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ſhe would order me immediately, 
not daring to truſt me at Liberty, 
as he ſaid, till ſhe was better aſ- 
ſur'd of me. I ſhutting the Door, 
deſir'd him to liſten to me with 
Attention, ſince, as I believ'd, 
what I was going to ſay was of 
almoſt equal Concern to him ; he
